The telesco p e was first diso u ssed. It 
lc a gatherer o f light, and is as mu ch 
stro nger than the ey e as the o bject 
glass is larger than the p u p il o f the 
ey e. Tbe 
do cto r's telesco p e is six 
inches in diameter, which wo u ld make 
it 900 times larger than the p u p il o f 
the ey e distended in the darkness. 
The Yerkes telesco p e being 
fo rty 
inches in diameter, wo u ld be 40,000 
times larger and therefo re stro nger 
than the ey e. 
The magnify ing p o wer 
o f a telesco p e is in the ey e-p iece, the 
p u rp o se o f the o bjectiv e being simp ly 
to co llect tbe ray s o f light and fo cu s 
them u p o n theey e-p iece. 
It was new to many tbat no tele­ 
sco p e can magnify a star. 
No ne can 
be made su fficiently p o werfu l to do 
this. It is becau se the stars are so 
stu p endo u sly distant, and their light 
so infinitely small. It takes fo u r ho u rs 
fo r light fro m the su n to reach the 
farthest p lanet in o u r so lar sy stem, 
tho u gh mo v ing at the rate o f 18 6,000 
miles p er seco nd; y et at this inco nceiv ­ 
able sp eed it takes six y ears and a half 
to reach tbe nearest star. 
Stars which are in the same line o f 
sight bu t actu ally far fro m each o ther 
are said to be o p tically do u ble; while 
tho se clo se to gether are called p hy s­ 
ically do u ble. 
Pho to grap hy is a great aid to tbe 
stu dy o f astro no my . A v ery small star 
may be p ho to grap hed In o ne two - 
hu ndredth o f a seco nd. 
Yo u can 
p ho to grap h the stru ctu re o f a nebu la, 
that is entirely inv isible. 
With tbe great Yerkes telesco p e we 
can see 100,000,000 stars; with the 
naked ey e, 4,000. 
The wno le nu mber 
o f stars is no t less than 600,000,000 as 
p ho to grarbed. 
The sp ectro sco p e is ano ther v alu able 
au x iliary o f the astro no mer. 
It is an 
Instru ment to u nbraid white light o r 
sep arate it into tbe sev en p rimary 
co lo rs, v io let, indigo , blu e, green, y el­ 
lo w, o rgange, and red—the same as are 
sho wn in the rainbo w, becau se the 
dro p s o f rain thu s u nbraid tbe white 
light o f the su n in the same way . 
Each metallic v ap o r has a sp ecific 
sp ectru m o r image o f dark lines when 
p ro jected u p o n 
the so reen o f the 
sp ectro sco p e. 
The determinatio n o f the elements 
o f a su bstance by tbe u se o f tbe sp ec­ 
tro sco p e is termed sp ectru m analy sis. 
Of o v er sev enty distinct elements 
fo u nd in tbe earth, thirty -six are 
kno wn to ex ist in the su n, and these 
hav e been determined bey o nd the 
shado w o f do u bt by sp ectru m analy ­ 
sis. 
Light, so u nd, co lo r, beat, and 
p o ssibly electricity , is bu t 
a su ccessio n 
o f wav es. In co lo r, the lo ngest wav es 
are red, the sho rtest are v io let. Stars 
are o f different o o lo rs-the red o nes 
do u btless hav e mo tio n away fro m o u r 
so lar sy stem, the light wav es being 
lengthened by su ch mo tio n, co nv erse­ 
ly tbe blu e o r v io let stars are mo v ing 
to ward u s p ro du cing sho rtened v ibra­ 
tio ns. 
Dr. Eato n states that the u se o f bis 
telesco p e is free to tho se attending 
the assembly fro m 7:00 to 10:30 each 
ev ening. 
Early in the ev ening the 
p lanet Mars may be seen and later 
the p lanet, Satu rn.

Here 
is located the government navy yard, 
from which many of the old time fight­ 
ing vessels were launched. 
Near here 
also are many summer resort hotels 
and an Atlantic cable station, besides 
other conveniences. In one of the ho­ 
tels, the commodious Wentworth, the 
peace euvoys and their suits will be 
quartered. They will be the guests of 
Judge Calvin Page of Portsmouth, who 
will have the privilege of paying all 
bills for their eutertuinment. The meet­ 
ings will be held hi the new equipment 
building at the Portsmouth navy yard, 
which is situated on an island in the 
mouth of the Piscataqua river, which 
stream forms the boundary line be­ 
tween New Hampshire and Maine. The 
second fioor of this building has a 
large room for bookkeepers, with ante­ 
chambers attached, and in this room 
the commission is to sit. 
To insure 
its privacy a detachment of United 
States marines will be placed on guard, 
and no one not entitled to do so will 
be permitted to land on the island. The 
peace envoys and their attendants will 
travel from the hotel to the island on 
the president’s yacht, the Mayflower, 
assigned to their use. 
If a buuch of 
peace commissioners, lodged in a com­ 
modious botel like the Wentworth, with 
some one else paying the freight given 
a pleasant ocean trip each day, meet­ 
ing on an island fronting the beautiful 
and aristocratic city of Portsmouth, 
with the odorous pines of Maiuo and 
New Hampshire surrounding them and 
cooled by the mild summer climate of 
the north Atlantic shore—if a commis­ 
sion so circumstanced cannot get to­ 
gether and reach an amicable under­ 
standing, then there is no hope for the 
final reign of peace on this troubled 
old earth. 
Thomas Bailey Aldrich, in an inimi­ 
table description of Portsmouth, of its 
historic atmosphere and the spirit of 
the place, called it 
“Rivermouth.” 
This, the only port of New Hampshire, 
has a natural harbor, a flne, quiet 
strip of water lying among the New 
Hampshire hills. It is a very old town. 
Here the colonial and early state gov- 


has been known as a reformer and a 
liberal. 
But it must not be supposed 
from this that he is favorable to a 
democratic form of government. Quite 
the contrary, 
lie is a stickler for the 
autocracy. Rut lie does favor honesty 
and straightforward methods, and that 
is much, at least in Russia. 
Serge Yuleviteh de Witte is the sou 
of a merchant of Dutch extraction liv­ 
ing in the Caucasus. 
He was educat­ 
ed in a Russian university, graduating 
from the engineering course. He theu 
got a position as an assistant station 
master on a private railway. 
When 
troops were being shipped to the front 
during the war with Turkey he was 
temporarily In charge of the station. 
Seeing that orders from headquarters 
meant fatal results, he disobeyed them 
and substituted n system that he had 
thought out for himself. 
Older men 
stood aghast, for they thought that the 
insubordination meant exile to Siberia. 
But the move succeeded, and instead 
it brought about the rapid promotion 
of the daring young rebel against the 
inefficient bureaucracy. In a few years 
De Witte was minister of railways, 
where he organized the roads as they 
had not been organized tiefore and 
built thousands of miles of new lines. 
At a later stage, by the way, theTrans- 
slbertau 
railroad 
came 
into being 
through his powerful advocacy. 
Be­ 
ing promoted to finance minister, he 
instituted such vigorous reforms that 
he was soon placed at the head of the 
cabinet. 
Here he ruled with an au­ 
dacity and a genius that had not been 
seen in Russia for years. 
In manner this greatest of Russian 
statesmen is gruff almost to harshness. 
But he is frank aud honest and so de­ 
voted to Russia that much Is forgiven 
him. He is a large man, tail and mus­ 
cular, with a fine, high forehead and 
a strong face. 
While a master of dip­ 
lomatic Intrigue, he frequently loses 
his temper, and his wrath explodes 
with a force to make weaker men 
qnall before him. 
Jutaro Komura, while not so well 
known as the head of the Russian 
commission, Is himself a master of

governors. 
Baron 
Rosen practically 
started his diplomatic career in Japan, 
having been an attache of the legation 
there in the early days. Though seem­ 
ingly a sad eyed and pensive youth, he 
had been known as a high roller in St. 
Petersburg, aud he lived up to that rep­ 
utation in a quiet way at Tokyo. He 
was giving all sorts of social entertain­ 
ments to the Japanese when other for­ 
eign diplomats held aloof. As a result 
he got ou such good terms with the lit­ 
tle brown officials that he wheedled 
them out of the island of Sakhalin. It 
is one of the ironies of fate that the 
baron will now be called upon to re­ 
cede this island to the Japanese as one 
of the fruits of the present war. 
It is 
related of ltoseu that he got on such 
good terms with the Japanese states­ 
men in those old days that he ordered 
a complete outfit from Paris for one 
of their wives. 
She, poor, innocent 
soul, not knowing how to don the cos­ 
tume, got the nether garments outside 
the dress, with an effect more sensa­ 
tional than conventional. It was Baron 
Rosen, by the way, who was minister 
at Tokyo before the outbreak of the 
war. Despite the loss of Sakhalin and 
the present unpleasantness, the genial 
baron is loved in Japan. 
Kogoro Takahira Is the only plain 
“mister” in the bunch. Even De Witte 
is a count. That is the way he got the 
“de” in his name. 
Takahira looks 
something like ltudyard Kipling—is a 
square, chunky sort of man. who is 
business from the word “go,” who 
works and schemes much and talks lit­ 
tle. 
He is a good llsteuer, however. 
One of the American papers cartooned 
him as having a padlock ou his mouth 
and both hands hollowed out behind his 
ears. 
Takahira, though so quiet. Is a 
wit upon occasion. 
When asked why 
President Roosevelt had suddenly stop­ 
ped taking jlu Jitsu lessons, he said he 
did not know, but probably It was be­ 
cause Cassini, the Russian ambassador, 
regarded it as a breach of neutrality. 
Negotiations In 
French. 
In addition to these four interesting 
commissioners there will be a large 
number of attaches, secretaries, inter­ 
preters and other attendants. 
There 
is considerable red tape about a peace 
treaty, as In other affairs diplomatic, 
and it requires a large number of peo­ 
ple to take care of It. 
All the com­ 
missioners except De Witte speak 
English like natives, but the peace ne­ 
gotiations will be carried on in French, 
of which all of them are masters. 
It is a momentous conference, this 
one on our northeastern coast. It will 
rearrange the geography of the far 
east and settle the control of that sec­ 
tion for generations to come.
